Upward Trend of Prices 


Cause for Interest, 


Says Agent 


Interest in turkey raising in Hemp- 


stead county has been stimulated by 
the satisfactory prices received 
for 


turkeys this' season, according to Miss 
Helen Griffin, home 
demonstration 


agent. 


In order to product the most desir- 


able birds, only well matured, straight 
breastboned birds should be selected 
for breeders, states G. W. Knox Jr., 
extension poultryman, University of 
Arkansas of Arkansas College of Ag- 
riculture. 
A well-finished 
turkey, 


weighing from 12 to 14 pounds, is pre- 
ferred for the holiday market. 


Many successful producers are turn- 


ing to the semi-confinement method 
of raising turkeys. The flock is con- 
fined to a small pen, 30 by 30 feet, 
which will take care of six to eight 
hens and one torn. The turkeys should 
be taught to roost in this pen, and are 
given a laying mash and grain ration. 
After they have started laying, they 
may be turned out about 4 o'clock in 


j the afternoon.
